TAXUS CUSPIDATA—Dwarf and compact. Grows 
into a round bush form and can be trimmed to any 
desired shape. 

TAXUS CAPITATA—More upright. Grows into a — 
dense cone shaped little tree. Beautiful for entrance 
plantings and marking corners. 

TAXUS HICKS—A narrow column, very compact and 
dark glossy green. Makes a beautiful accent spec-~ 
iman, 

TAXUS MEDIA HEDGE—Very low growing in bush 
form and very dense. A beautiful variety for hedges 
or low compact specimen. 

TAXUIS REPENDIANS—This is the dwarf spreading 

yew. Fine for planting under windows or any place 
where a dwarf spreading tree is needed. 
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
